DEEPEST DEPTHS OF POVERTY 


Section in Italian Capital That Might 
Challenge Comparison With 
Any World City. 


The problem of life among the poor 
of Rome, Italy, hag been illustrated 
by Prof. Domenico Orano, who 
re­ 
cently wrote a book dealing with the 
miserable condition, of 
the 
inhabit­ 
ant* of the Testacclo 
quarter, 
the 
most densely jfcpulated district 
of 
Rome. 
Out of the 10,000 inhabitants of this 
quarter, scattered in 
82 
tenement 
houses, there are 723 families who 
cannot afford to rent apartments but 
are forced to sublet enough space Iii 
room* where they can sleep., There 
are 513 single-room apartments In the 
quarter and IOO rooms are occupied 
by fire persons each, 76 by 6, 25 by 8, 
while the rest afford shelter to from 
10 to 15 people. 
The rent for sleep­ 
ing space in each room varies from 
$1 to $5 a month. 
The hygienic conditions of the ten­ 
ement bouses In Testacclo are very 
bad.

W ill you please tell me where I 
can find a canning factory in or out 
ot the state, as I wish to raise some 
truck.”—J. I).

I do not know of any canning fac­ 
tory in your vicinity, nor have I a 
list of the canning factories of this 
state. I question if there is any near 
enough so that they would, care to 
contract for vour crop. Where crops 
are shipped to a canning factory some 
distance away, not only 
does 
the 
transportation take considerable of 
the profit, but also the vegetables and 
fruits do not arrive in nearly so good 
condition as when they are raised 
nearby. 
I would suggest that 
you 
go 
to 
your different grocery stores and ask 
them if they know of any canning 
factory near you. While grocerymen 
do not usually buy their goods from 
the canning factory direct, still they 
are very apt to handle the canned 
goods of the different factories and 
will probably notice their addresses 
on the cans, or on the outside of the 
cases in which the cans come.

Washington, (March 9.—From a mil­ 
lion and a half of women will have 
something to say in choosing :he next 
president. *In at least six states the 
hand that rocks the cradle will aisc 
cast the ballot. 
In the six states where women will 
vote next' November they constitute 
somewhat less than one-half of the 
total voting population. The census 
repoi t is authority for the statement 
that men are increasing in this coun­ 
try more rapidly than women, due to 
the larger number of men immigrants 
The ^excess male population is fixed 
at 2,900,000. In the Western States 
men are not so much in the majority, 
however, as 
they 
were 
in 
earlier 
pioneer days. Moreover, it seems to 
be generally conceded that women 
register and vote in larger proportion 
than men. To take the woman’s vote, 
therefore, at approximately half the 
entire voting population of the six 
states where the feminine influence 
is 
direct 
would not be far w’rong 
Estimating \Vrasbington’s total vot­ 
ing population inclusive of the new 
woman vote at 450,000, 
Idaho’s 
at 
125,000, Wyoming’s at 50,000, 
Utah’s 
at 150,000, Colorado’s at 300,000, and 
California’s at 800,000, we would have 
an aggregate of nearly two million 
voters in the six states. Possibly tin 
fairest estimate would fix the quota 
of women voters at about 1,500,000, a 
number large enough to be reckoned 
with in any campaign. 
This army ot women, despite the 
far That the United States is some­ 
times called slow of persuasion by 
suffrage 
enthusiasts 
includes 
one- 
third of the women voters 
of 
the 
world, the other two-thirds being in 
Australia, Finland, Norway and New 
Zealand. It is more than the usual 
presidential plurality, lf a million and 
a hall voted solidly they might decide 
the presidency. 
The women wall not vote solidly, 
any more than men will vote solidly. 
About the most that can be said as 
indicative of women’s 
solidarity 
in 
politics is that they have a tendency 
to break away from party lines, to 
choose the man rather than the par- 
ty, and that in their politics as in 
their industrial economics, they fol­ 
low the biological law- under which 
the female of all species operates as 
the 
upbuilding 
conserver 
of 
life. 
Their political activity has been al­ 
most uniformly constructive, and the 
results of that activity have been al­ 
most uniformly reeflcted in legisla­ 
tion directly related to the welfare 
oi 
home and the family—child- 
labor laws, school laws, and indus­ 
trial laws that concern women. 
The exercise of the voting privilege 
in 1912 will be no novelty to the wo­ 
men of Wyoming, where they have 
been voting since 1869, the franchise 
having been bestowed upon them a 
year after the organization of the 
Territory. When the Territory became 
a state in 1890, women suffrage was 
written in the constitution. Wyom­ 
ing women have exactly the same po­ 
litical significance that men have, and 
according to figures from the state 
SO Per cent*, of them make the most’ 
of it. registering and voting regu­ 
larly. They often sit as jurors and 
serve as justices of the p ea ce . 
I he women of Colorado are not no- 
' ices at voting iii Presidential elec- 
tions. They were franchised in 1393 
so that they have been voting for 
presidents for nine een years.
